inquest? We believe, from all we. have 
learned, that there was no absolute necessity 
for any inquiry in’ this case, but we. still 
adhere to our previously expressed opinion. 
that in ‘every case of a sudden death there 
should be an inquiry and-evidence, other 
than medical, shewing the “Circumstances 
attending the death. - Such an inquiry might 
stell shew that although the death is 
fairly accounted for ‘on medical grounds 
it may have been accelerated or induced by 
the careless‘or criminal action ef persone 
about or connected with the deceased. The 
same principle that justifies a formal inquest 
in the ease of every prisoner in gaol, would 
ustify it in’the case of every soldier, He 
is out of his owri control.’
